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PLANE CRASH PHOT OWNS 
HIGH-END WATCH COMPANY 


BOY, 11, AND PILOT ‘ON THE ROAD TO RECOVERY’ AFTER ACCIDENT 


The pilot who crashed a 
vintage plane into a National 
Trust property in Northamp¬ 
tonshire yesterday is the own¬ 
er of a high-end watch firm, 
whose watches are worn by 
Tom Cruise, Orlando Bloom 
and Hugh Laurie. 

Giles English, who owns 
Bremont Watch Company, an 
award-winning British luxury 
watch manufacturer, was fly¬ 
ing the 1930 Gipsy Moth light- 
aircraft on Monday when it 
suffered engine failure and 
crashed in a field at Canons 
Ashby House. 

Mr English lives in More- 
ton Pinkney, just over one mile 
away from the crash site, and 
is a co-owner of the 83-year- 
old light-aircraft. 

The 11-year-old boy, who 
was a passenger in the vintage 
aircraft, has also been named 
as Oliver Nuttall. 

A spokesman for Bremont 
praised Mr English for “an in¬ 


credible job” after he crash 
landed the plane in a field. The 
spokesman said both casual¬ 
ties were “on the road to re¬ 
covery”. 

Mr English’s father died in 
a fatal air crash in March 1995. 
Mr English’s brother, Nick, 
and father, Dr Euan English, 
were training for an air show 
in their World War Two Har¬ 
vard and while practising for¬ 
mation aerobatics they got 
stuck in an “inverted spin” 
and crashed. 

Nick, who co-owns the 
Bremont firm with his broth¬ 
er Giles, broke more than 30 
bones in the accident. 

The firm makes aviation- 
themed chronometers. 

A statement from the 
watch company said: “We are 
sorry to say that yesterday 
morning Giles English and 
his young passenger, Oliver 
Nuttall, were involved in a vin¬ 
tage aircraft accident near to 
their home airfield in North¬ 
amptonshire, following an

engine failure. They were only a mile 
away from landing and reports are that 
Giles did an incredible job at putting the 
aircraft down in some very difficult ter¬ 
rain. Both pilot and passenger sustained 


serious injuries but thankfully both are 
on the road to recovery.” 

The Air Accidents Investigation 
Branch (AAIB) confirmed a formal 
investigation will be carried out “via 


correspondence”. 

It means investigators were not sent 
to the crash scene and the probe will now 
be carried out through a series of inter¬ 
views.

Dad’s pride as daughter 
beats him in Mensa test

An 11-year-old from North¬ 
ampton has laid claim to be the 
most intelligent person of her 
age in the country after she 
achieved the maximum score 
in a Mensa test. 

Cerys Cooksammy-Parnell, of 
Dallington, has officially reg¬ 
istered an IQ of 162 which is 
higher than Bill Gates, Albert 
Einstein and Stephen Hawk¬ 
ing. 

The Wellingborough 
School pupil also scored a 
higher result than her father, 
Dean, who is already a mem¬ 
ber Mensa and has been reg¬ 
istered with an IQ of 142. 

Cerys, who sat the Mensa- 
supervised exam in Milton 
Keynes on July 27, said: “My 
primary aim was to beat my 
dad who is very smart but I 
didn’t expect to beat him by 
such a huge margin. 

“At 111 do not have that 
many intellectual discussions 


with my friends and to be hon¬ 
est there is more to a person 
than just their IQ. 

“Perhaps when I am really 
old and past 20 years of age I 
will have more intellectual 
conversations where my IQ 
will assist me but until then 
my focus will be on fashion, 
fun and getting good grades 
in school.” 

Cerys has now been invited 
to join the High IQ organisa¬ 
tion and the youngster says 
she would like to work in fi¬ 
nance. 

She said: “I like working 
with numbers so I think I 
would like to work for a bank 
or even one day become the 
Governor of the Bank of Eng¬ 
land”. 

Mr Parnell said his daugh¬ 
ter was a normal 11-year-old 
who was not “geeky” and ob¬ 
sessed with reading books all 
the time. 

He said: “It is clear she is a 
straight A student but I would 
not allow her to do the Mensa 
test until she was at least 11 
years old. 

“I am not sure if this Mensa 


score is a good thing or a bad 
thing as I know she will be 
questioning everything I now 
tell her to do,” he added. 

Cerys said her favourite 
subject was maths and said 
she was part of a ‘gifted and 
talented’ group who stayed 
behind after school and com¬ 
pleted complex maths puz¬ 
zles. 

Cerys said she had also dis¬ 
played signs of her outstand¬ 
ing intelligence when she was

A surgeon in Northampton is 
offering quick-recovery hip 
operations based on a forgot¬ 
ten technique from the 1940s. 

Simon West, a surgeon at BMI 
Three Shires Hospital, offers 
hip replacement patients the 
chance to have a MicroHip op¬ 
eration, where the front, rath¬ 
er than the back, of the body is 
opened up. It means no mus¬ 
cles or tendons are cut, mak¬ 
ing recovery far speedier. 

Mr West said: “When hip 
replacements first started, 
in the 1940s, surgeons used 
the ‘anterior approach’ - they 
went into the hip through the 
front. Over time this tech¬ 
nique was replaced by going 
in from the side or the back. 
However the MicroHip tech¬ 
nique reverts to a front entry, 
because technology means we 
can now use a much smaller 
incision.” 

Mr West is pioneering the 


operation in Northampton af¬ 
ter travelling to Switzerland 
to study the man who invent¬ 
ed the technique, Dr Markus 
Michel. Dr Michel was looking 
for a type of surgery that mini¬ 
mised permanent destruction 
of tissues, pain, rehabilita¬ 
tion time and loss of fine mo¬ 
tor control. Mr West has so 


far performed two MicroHip 
operations, including that of 
Dennis Wilkinson, aged 62, 
from Yardley Hastings, who 
said: “I had my other hip done 
and the recovery was good but 
this time it is amazing. Obvi¬ 
ously there is a bit of tender¬ 
ness and bruising but on the 
whole my hip feels fantastic.”

MR calls for 
HS2 station

MP and rail activist Brian 
Binley has called for a new 
station to be built in North¬ 
amptonshire if the new high 
speed rail link goes ahead. 

Mr Binley says a new station 
in Brackley would help ease 
the congestion on the West 
Coast Main Line, which cur¬ 
rently serves Northampton 
rail users. 

The Northampton South 
MP, and chairman of North¬ 
ampton Rail Users Group, was 
speaking following last week’s 
announcement about a series 
of closures in the Watford area 
next year. 

The Chron reported last 
week that a 12-mile section 
of the West Coast Main Line 
around Watford Junction sta¬ 
tion will be closed for 36 days 
between May 2014 and April 
2015, as part of a £81 million 
Network Rail project to im¬ 
prove punctuality. 


Mr Binley, who is a staunch 
supporter of the HS2 project, 
said: “If you are more than 100 
years old, the chances are you 
will need a bit of help to prop 
you up and this is exactly the 
case with the West Coast Main 
Line. 

“We should not be sur¬ 
prised. This is another rea¬ 
son why HS2 is so vital to the 
nation. There is a real problem 
with the West Coast Main Line 
- it is already up to capacity.” 

Mr Binley says the 56,000 
new homes planned for 
Northampton by 2035 will 
bring 120,000 people to the 
town, and the need to find 
84,ooojobs. 

He estimates 10,000 to 
12,000 of these will still com¬ 
mute to London every day, and 
will need increased capacity. 

The HS2 line would cut 
through south Northampton¬ 
shire, between Brackley and 
Upper Boddington, and has 
several opponents - includ¬ 
ing South Northamptonshire 
MP Andrea Leadsom. 

Mr Binley said: “Everyone 
talking about it only taking 



20 minutes of the journey to 
Birmingham is missing the 
point. It is really about capac¬ 
ity. 

“The way to do this is not 
longer platforms or more car¬ 
riages, it is a new connection 
to London. 

“I will be calling for a sta¬ 
tion at Brackley. The speed is 
not that important. Not every 
train would stop at Brackley.” 

Network Rail also touched 
on the subject of line speed 
when it announced the clo¬ 
sures on the West Coast Main 
Line last week. 

It says it intends to increase 
the speed of the lines through 
Watford to I25mph, from the 
current 8omph, but a Lon¬ 
don Midland spokesman said 
it was a “long way away” from 
being able to carry this out.

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Hawaiian bar plan in Drapery

A former Northampton 
restaurant which has stood 
empty for several years could 
soon re-open as a Hawaiian 
theme-bar.

A miniature sport made popu¬ 
lar by the 'Fast and Furious’ 
films could soon attract com¬ 
petitors to Northampton from 
all over the world. 

Remote Control Drifting sees 
motorsports enthusiasts 
drive tiny versions of high 
powered sports cars around 
circuits, aiming to ‘drift’ their 
vehicles around the track by 
performing controlled skids.

O’Donovan happy to go it alone 


Cobblers striker Roy has no problem with solo role 


FOOTBALL 


Cobblers striker Roy 
O’Donovan insists he does not 
have a preference over playing 
in a front two or as a solo strik¬ 
er and says it depends entirely 
on the game. 

O’Donovan was up front 
alone in the opening-day defeat 
to York City but played along¬ 
side JJ Hooper against Milton 
Keynes Dons and Leicester loa¬ 
nee Jacob Blyth in the win over 
Newport County on Saturday. 

Town manager Aidy 
Boothroyd has spoken about 
playing mainly a 4-5-1 forma¬ 
tion away from home this sea¬ 
son, and that tactic could be 
used at Southend United this 
weekend. 

Boothroyd is likely to wel¬ 
come back winger Chris Hack- 
ett for the trip to Roots Hall, 
and has plenty of options with 
Blyth having scored on his de¬ 
but and Clive Platt nearing fit¬ 
ness. 

O’Donovan is almost cer¬ 
tain to start, having scored 
two in two, and is equally 
happy playing with a partner 
or ploughing a lone furrow. 

“It depends on the game re¬ 


ally,” he said. “Inthe Yorkgame I 
didn’t mind playing up front on 
my own -1 felt like I was going to 
score and that the chances were 
going to drop to me. 

“I’ve had a couple of differ¬ 
ent partners recently, they’ve 
tended to be younger than me 
and it’s been good to pass on 
the little bit of experience I 
have.” 

Despite making a good 
goalscoring start to the cam¬ 
paign, O’Donovan is wary 
about setting any targets for 
the season. 

Instead, he is content to fo¬ 
cus on life at a club for whom 
he loves’ playing and who he 
hopes to help drive to the next 
level. 

“In the past few seasons 
I’ve come back in great shape 
and it’s got to Christmas and I 
haven’t played a lot of games,” 
he said. “So this year it’s great 
to be playing. 

“I’m playing and the world 
is my lobster at the moment. I 
love playing for the club, it’s a 
great set-up and everything is 
positive. 

“There was obviously some 
negativity after the play-off fi¬ 
nal but we did well to get there 
and it’s about taking it a step 
further this season.”

Jim Mallinder says Tom Wood would be a ‘brilliant choice’ as England skipper 


Mallinder’s backing Wood 


SAINTS boss Jim Mallinder 
says Tom Wood would be a 
‘brilliant choice’ to take up 
the role of England captain 
on a full-time basis. 

Wood skippered the Red 
Rose on their tour of South 
America during the sum¬ 
mer, steering the team to 
a 2-0 Test series victory 
against Argentina. 

Ahead of last month’s an¬ 
nouncement of England’s 
Elite Player Squad, there 
was speculation the Saints 
flanker would also be named 
skipper for this year’s au¬ 
tumn internationals. 


And with clarification 
set to come in October, 
Mallinder believes Wood 
would be a good choice 
should Stuart Lancaster 
opt to relieve Harlequins 
forward Chris Robshaw of 
the role. 

“I think he’d be a brilliant 
choice,” said the Saints di¬ 
rector of rugby. 

“Everybody respects 
Tom, what he says and 
what he does, and if Stuart 
were to pick him as captain 
he’d do a really good job for 
them.” 

Wood was also in the 


running for the Saints cap¬ 
taincy, with Mallinder 
forced to make a tough de¬ 
cision on Dylan Hartley 
following the hooker’s send¬ 
ing off in the Premiership fi¬ 
nal. 

Hartley was eventually 
handed the skipper’s role 
for the fifth season in suc¬ 
cession last week, but that’s 
certainly nothing to do with 
what Mallinder thinks of 
Wood. 

“Tom’s been brilliant,” he 
said. “I guess he was disap¬ 
pointed not to go with the 
Lions, but that didn’t affect 


him in his outlook of want¬ 
ing to play for England and 
do well. 

“I know from speaking 
to Stuart Lancaster, he was 
very, very impressed with 
the job that Tom did. 

“So in terms of us as a club 
that’s brilliant, that we’ve 
got leaders like that. We’ve 
got Phil Dowson, Lee Dick¬ 
son’s a real good leader on 
the field, Kahn Fotuali’i is a 
leader. 

“They’re the types of play¬ 
ers we need in the team. We 
need as many leaders as we 
possibly can.” 
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
